Flectricity, contained in the Enaghsh Library of 
Useful Knowledge, states some interesting par- 
ticulars in relation to this part of our subject. 
“By accurate experiments, tt appears that the 
| force of the electric shock is weakened; that is, 
| its effects are diminished, by employing a con- 
ductor of t length for making the discharge. 
But it is difficu't to assign a limit to the number 
of persons through which even a small charge 
of electricity may be sent, so that all shall ex- 
|perience the shock, or to the distance along 
which it may be conveyed by good conductors. 
“At an early period of electrical inquiries, 
much interest was attached to thedetermipation 
of these points. The Abbe Nollet passed ap 
electrical shock from a small phial through a 
hundred and eighty of the French guards, in the 
presence of the King; and at the Carthusian 
| convent in Paris, the monks were formed into a 
| line above a mile in length, by means of iron 
wires held between them: on the discharge of 
j the jar, the sensation was felt at the same mo- 
persons composing this vast cir- 
fany experiments were made, both by 
the Englishand French electricians, with a view 
to ase ertain the space which a discharge canbe 
made to traverse, and the velocity with which it 
istransmitted. Of these, the most ingenious and

PAGANINIDS FIDDLE.

What traveller who has ever visited “ Genoa 
la Superba,” can forget the Strada Balbi, with 
its marble palaces, its bright frescos, and hang- 
ing orange 2? Who cen forget that clear 
blue sky, whose tints are reflected in the Medi- 
terranean, and whose heat is tempered by the 
“ aria marina,” which there so greatly refreshes 
the southern atmosphere? Bright and sunny as 
the picture is, still, like all others, it has its re- 
verse—and some of the narrow lanes, which lie 
in the vicinity of this magnificent street, present, 
as if by way of contrast, scenes of dirt, ja- 
tion, and wretchedness, uncqualled in any even 
of the Italian cities. . 
In one of these miserable byeways,in 1810, the 
sets at which our story commences, Nicol 
ganini, the violimst, * par excellence,” whose 
name has since been borne upon the waters of 
fame throughout all Furope, and who has been 
deemed, in the judgment of the musical world, 
unrivalled and supreme im the arcana of his art, 


dwelt in poverty, unnoticed and unknown. He 
was the inhabitant of one of the shops in 
the Vicolo, or narrow lane, and barely obtained 


enough by working as a musical instrument ma- 
ker to su is aged mother, who for many 
years had 0 his sole companion. For sone 
time past their circumstances had been gradual- 
ly declining, and the little patrimony bequeathed 
to Paganini by his father, had been dissipated 
and exhausted, so that the poor Genoese had 
been reduced from comparative independence 
to obtain his daily bread by his daily labour. 
This had not always been the case. The little 
shop of Paganini had at one time exhibited an 
appearance of comfort, and even wealth; he and 
his mother Brigitta had beon decently clad ; and 
as there were not many tradesmen in Genoa 
who followed the same occupation, he had ob- 
tained a tolerable livelihood. At that period be 
might regularly have been seen working cheer-

| Hill, at a time when the ground was remarkably 
dry, the electricity was made to perform a cir- 
| cuit of four miles; being conducted for two miles 
| along wires supported upon baked sticks, and 
for the remaining distance also of two miles, 
| through the dry ground. As far as could be 
| ascertained by the most careful observation, the 
j}time in which the discharge was transmitted 
| along that immense circuit was perfectly ia- 
stantaneous ; nor has any other trial that has yet 
beeh made afforded the least approach to a 
measurement of the velocity with which elec- 
tricity moves. 

“On this subject, however, an important dis- 
tinction shoukl be made between the actual 
movement of each individual parcel of clectric 
fluid, and the transmission of an impul.e alonga 
series of such particles, for the one may bear 
hardly any proportion tq the other, just as we 
find that sound proceeds with a velocity incom- 
parably greater than that of the particles of air 
which are concerned in its propayetion. In hke 
manner, the portion of blood which raises the 
artery at the wrist, where the pulse is felt, is not 
the identical portion of blood which is thrown 
from the heart by the contraction of that organ 
producing the pulsation; the unpulse in all the 
cases being propagated like a wave, from one 
particle to another, There os, therefore, no 
reason to suppore that the same particles of elee- 
tric fluid, which enter at one part, have travers- 
ed from one end tu the other of the whole line of 

\ conducting substances.”

‘he appearance of the country adjacent to our crowd-| Bulwer's New Novel—The Pilgrims of the 
ed city, is refreshing and d-lightiul. Nature has en- Rhine.

Contempo 
rapeously we were furnished, by an intelligent literary 
friend, who read the English edition, with the subjoin- 
ed review, which we offer to our reaclera, as embody- 
ing, in a great measure, our own opinions of the work. 

The first thing that strikes as, is, that this is a novel in 
one volume—even in this reapect, Mr. Bulwer shews his 
ambition of origirality. ‘The story is a simple one; as 
the author himself saya, he has“ made the experiment 
of selecting tor the main interest of his work, the sim- 
plest materials, and weaving upon them, the ornaments 
given chiefly to subjects of a mere fanciful and ideal 
nature.” Trevylyan,a young man “of a wiki, a reso. 
lute, and an sctive nature”—one whose affections it 
was very difficult to excite—had fallen in love with 
“the loveliest person that ever dawned upon a poet's 
vision,” upon whose delicate frame, consumption had 
already began its fatal work. Her physicians edviacd 
a southern clime, but the fair Gertrude Vane “ was the 
daughter of a German mother, and her young fancy 
had been nursed in all the wild legends and the allur- 
ing visions that belong to the children of the Rhine,” 
and she, therefore, indulged the belief, “that if any 
change of scene could yet arrest the progress of her 
malady, it would be the shores of the river, she had so 
longed to visit.” ‘They yielded to her desire, and Ger. 
trude, her father, and her lover, commenced their pd- 
grimmge along the Rhine. ‘Nhis affords the author an 
opportunity to depict, with his usual felicity, the varied 
and majestic scenery of this far famed river, and to 
interaperse his descriptions with superstitious and ro- 
mantic legenda, peculiar to the country of the Rhine. 

But the days of the beautiful consumptive were 
numbered; and with the death of Gertrude Vane, the 
volume closes. The visible “ wearing away to the 
land of the leal”—the holy resgnation—the peacel.| 
departure of the pure spirit of this gentle and loving 
girl—ere among the most touching and natural effu- 
sions of the pen of novelist or poet. ‘They steal upon 
the heart with a softening—a painful—and yet a con- 
soling influence. Of sucha being we may indeed say, 
“how dear is the thought, that the latter days were 
the days of light, that the cloud never chilled 
the beauty of the setting sun, and that if the 
years of existence were brie!, all that existence 
has most tender, must sacred, was crowded u.to that 
spece!
